Martin continued: 
“She sent a lovely note 
with it and after a few 
letters back and forth, 
she gave me her address. 
She was such a darling in 
her response - she’d put 
up my painting of a dog 
in her ‘dog kitchen’, the 
part of her house where 
she fed her pampered 
and rescued pets - how 
amazing was that!” 

Martin set up an inter¬ 
national Doris Day Fan 
Club in the early 1990s 
and produced quarterly 
magazines which were 
well received across the 
globe. 

“I couldn’t believe 
how quickly it got off 
the ground. I set it up 
with some other fans and 
friends and I would get 
messages from all over 
the world - Australia, 
France, America, Hong 
Kong. 

“We were the first fan 
publication to introduce 
an A4 magazine with a 
colour cover. Back then, 
fan magazines tended to 
be all black and white, so 
it was great to introduce 
something new.

Life in the Navy.... 


THE speaker last week at 
the Barry Probus 2 Club was 
Commodore Martin Westwood 
RN Rtd who recalled his youth, 
where he learned to sail in 
dinghies and offshore in the 
sail training schooner Seahawk 
with the 6th Barry Sea Scouts. 

At the age of 18, he signed up for 
Navy officer training in sea and avia¬ 
tion, starting his training at Dartmouth 
in 1977. 

His first posting was aboard the 
minesweeper HMS Wotton before 
moving out to Hong Kong, where the 
RN were responsible for policing the 
waters to prevent Chinese from fleeing 
from mainland China. 

He recalled one night when they 
picked up so many Tibetans, they out¬ 
numbered the crew 10 to one on deck 
and they could easily have taken over 
the ship if they had realised. 

He started his flying training in hel¬ 
icopters and related his thrill of being 
with the commandos on jungle duties. 


He spoke about his experiences, 
rising through the ranks, and his sea 
duties, monitoring the Russians during 
the 1980s and on diplomatic duties 
around the world. 

He served with the MoD, NATO and 
headed the Defence Helicopter Flying 
School and retired as Commodore of 
the Fleet Air Arm at Yeovil. 

Flying is still very much in his 
blood, and he is responsible for all 
air experience flights for Air Cadets in 
Wales, based at St Athan and to date 
has provided 1,200 safe and memo¬ 
rable flights for more than 2,300 Air 
Cadets. 

Martin recorded his pleasure of 
being able to give back to the youth of 
today some training similar to that he 
had received himself when a 6th Barry 
Sea Scout.

Dangers at Sully 
Island highlighted 
by the RNLI

A MULTI-agency 
training exercise, 
involving local 
lifeboat crews and 
helicopters, recently 
took place at Sully 
Island which has 
seen a number of 
emergencies in 
recent years with 
people getting 
caught out by the 
tides. 

The exercise involved 
‘casualties’ who had been 
trapped on the causeway 
and were swept into 
the sea on a rising tide. 
Tethered swim rescues 
were carried out on the 


‘casualties’ who were all 
RNLI lifeguards. 

Jason Dunlop, the life¬ 
boat operations manager 
for Penarth RNLI station, 
which coordinates the 
annual exercise, said: 
“Although we have seen 
a reduction in calls to 
Sully Island as a result of 
our successful prevention 
activities, there remains 
a high probability that 
people will enter the 
water at Sully. The latest 
scenario helped us plan 
coordinated rescues, 
evaluate each other’s 
capability and ensure our 
lines of communication 
are clear.” 
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Town council 
still opposed 
to St Paul’s 
development 


BARRY Town Council has 
reiterated its “strong objec¬ 
tion” to the proposed housing 
development at the St Paul’s 
site. 

The plans include demolition of the 
church and its replacement with flats 
up to four storeys high, along with an 
off-street parking area. 

The Vale Council will make a deci¬ 
sion on whether the development will 
get the green light, but the town coun¬ 
cil is able to make its views known. 

Following a pre-application report 
earlier this year, LRM Planning told 
The GEM: “It now lies with the local 
planning authority to consider the 
proposals, and any further comments 
made by interested parties. 

“Ultimately, this scheme proposes 
a development that accords with local 
and national policies and delivers 
much-needed housing on a sustainable 
brownfield site to address a known 
housing demand.” 

At a meeting this month, Barry town 
councillors said they still had misgiv¬ 
ings. They believe the development 
is too big and would “overshadow” 
surrounding buildings, with windows 
overlooking nearby residential prop¬ 
erties in Montgomery Road. They feel 
the design does little to reflect the 
former St Paul’s Church and surround¬ 
ing area. Councillors also thi nk 18 car 
spaces are “inadequate”. 


Plaid Cymru local councillor, 
Cllr Ian Johnson, said local people 
remained unconvinced by the proposed 
development: “Residents who have 
contacted me are still unhappy with 
the plans for the demolition of St 
Paul’s Church and church hall, and 
the replacement with a number of 
non-descript blocks of flats. 

“The reduction from 31 flats to 
27 flats, slightly reducing the height 
of the roof, is an improvement, but 
doesn’t deal with some of the central 
criticisms. 

“This is a historic Barry building 
and landmark, but unlike other Barry 
churches on Porthkerry Road or 
Windsor Road, there is no proposal to 
keep the church. 

“So, close to High Street School, 
there are concerns about road safety 
through an increase in traffic and space 
for on-street parking. 

“The Vale Council’s transport and 
ecology departments have both asked 
for more information about the plans 
before the planning committee makes 
its decision.” 

He added that residents were still 
able to make comments to the council 
by contacting the planning department.

‘Sustainable Susan’ locomotive 
is welcomed at tourist railway 


BARRY Tourist Railway has 
undertaken successful tri¬ 
als to make its operation more 
eco-friendly. 

The railway’s managing director John 
Buxton says the railway could be expand¬ 
ing soon and he is keen to make it more 
sustainable and more environmentally 
friendly. 

The railway has plans to extend beyond 
its present terminus at Gladstone Bridge 
platform for a further half mile to Barry 
Dock Station. Mr Buxton says an inter¬ 
change with the Transport for Wales Valley 
Lines station would be possible there. 

Scrub clearance work has already 
started, but the railway realises that the 
Vale Council, which is responsible for 
planning permission, will impose restric¬ 
tions on emissions from steam locomotives 
on the extension because the line passes 


close to houses. 

Mr Buxton has looked for solutions 
and believes he has found one: “I heard 
about the National Trust firing its steam 
launch ‘Gondola’ on log briquettes, made 
from sustainably sourced wood ‘chips’, and 
wondered if this fuel might be a solution 
for Barry. 

“Would log briquettes work in the rail¬ 
way’s standard gauge Sentinel steam loco? 
There was only one way to find out - 
undertake some trial steamings.” 

Mr Buxton said two trials took place, 
one in April and one in May, and they were 
both successful. 

He said: “The loco proved to be just as 
controllable as when fired by coal. ‘Susan’ 
collected the two railcar carriages from the 
running shed and proceeded to Barry Island 
Station, coping with the steep gradient 
across the causeway. 


“The new fuel performed well and the 
loco was fired at the same frequency as 
would normally be done with coal. Pressure 
was generally maintained, even when the 
loco’s steam was being used to force fresh 
water into the boiler to maintain the neces¬ 
sary level in the boiler.” 

Mr Buxton believes it could revolution¬ 
ise the way the railway operates because 
the new fuel has the potential to reduce the 
railway’s carbon footprint without increas¬ 
ing running costs. 

“The plan now is to make the necessary 
modifications to ‘Susan’ and to train the 
railway’s volunteers and staff on how to 
use the new fuel before undertaking further 
trials with the loco. The line’s Sentinel loco 
is already being referred to as ‘Sustainable 
Susan’!”

Bypass group in 
rebranding exercise 


THE campaign group which 
has lobbied for a Dinas Powys 
bypass has rebranded itself as 
‘The Barry to Cardiff Link 
Road Group’. 

The group used to be called Dinas 
Powys Bypass Steering Group and 
has campaigned for almost four 
years for a bypass and infrastructure 
improvements to relieve local traffic 
congestion. 

The chairman of the group, Rod 
Harrod, explained that the change in 
name was to reflect the fact that the 
bypass was an issue affecting the east¬ 
ern Vale and not just the village. 

He said: “For a long time many of 
us have felt the Dinas Powys Bypass 
Group name was too restrictive and 
did not reflect the wider area that needs 
to be considered to ensure the whole 
of the eastern Vale benefits from the 
proposals. 

“Even when the Arcadis study was 
agreed between the Welsh Government 
and the Vale Council, concern was 
expressed that the problems would just 
be moved to the Merrie Harrier and the 
MacDonald’s/Biglis junctions, which 
would create problems for others. 
That has never been the intent of our 
suggestions. 

“We’ve proposed a number of alter¬ 
natives showing different routes and 
various improvements at both ends 
including a double roundabout at the 
Merrie Harrier. 

“Extra access points to a bypass 
have been suggested, particularly for 
Llandough Hospital. This hospital has 


trebled in size and become the second 
largest in Wales and the second biggest 
employer in the Vale.” 

A park and ride facility has been 
suggested for the field beneath the 
Hazelhurst Nursing Home on Sully 
Road. 

Mr Harrod said: “This could have 
better potential use for Penarth, Sully 
and Dinas Powys traffic than an alter¬ 
native next to Bryn-y-Don sports field 
on the Barry side of Dinas Powys.” 

Mr Harrod said the group welcomed 
feedback from Vale residents. 

“With all the changes going on both 
nationally and locally, it is important 
that we can be seen as acting for the 
people. Not everyone will agree with 
all our suggestions but we are always 
open for constructive comments and 
discussion. 

“We want to attract members to 
the group from east Barry through to 
Penarth. There are likely to be public 
consultations held for proposals in the 
‘Stage 2 Report’ within a few months, 
not only in Dinas Powys but in Barry, 
Sully and Penarth as well. 

“The group feels the public should 
be well informed for these events and 
in a position to comment. The Barry 
to Cardiff Link Road Group will be 
self-funding so any small contributions 
would help, to cover things like print¬ 
ing and venue hire.”

THE Vale Council has hosted a 
scheme that has children under 
five meeting older people in 
an effort to bring generations 
together. 

At the start of Dementia Action 
Week, one feature of the sessions is 
that it can encourage people living 
with the condition to interact and talk 
about their experiences.

The 
parents have been very receptive to the 
sessions too.” 

The sessions run in blocks of a 
month, each with a different theme, 
and include singing, puppets, musical 
instruments, stories, games and more. 

Props are given to the residents to 
help them feel part of the session and 
they are passed around to encourage 
further interaction.

Sharing the story of 
her parents’ war-time 
romance, Angela 
recalled how homesick 
her mother was; yet it 


was a love that lasted a 
lifetime. During World 
War 2 just before 
D Day, some 5,000 
American soldiers of 
the Second Infantry 
Division were based 
in the Barry area on 
two camps on the Port 
Road. 

Commenting on 
Angela’s talk, Glenn 
Booker of the Barry 
at War Museum said:

The A-to-B machina¬ 
tions of most films in the 
genre make them feel 
rather staid (last year’s 
Freddie Mercury film, 
Bohemian Rhapsody, 
was just about saved 
from that fate based on 
subject matter and a 
phenomenal soundtrack). 

Rocketman has both 
the subject matter 
and the phenomenal 
soundtrack, but with 
Dexter Fletcher in the 
director’s chair, he 
brings a wonderful 
vibrancy and energy. 
With grand song-and- 
dance numbers and 
flights of fancy, this is a 
film that wants to wow 
you, impress you, not 
unlike the man at the 
centre of the story. 

There are orchestras 
in the night sky, a 
gorgeously shot sil¬ 
houette performance, a 
fairground tracking shot 
that takes Reg through 
the ages, all delivered 
with no end of style and 
panache, and it proves 
a wonderful showcase 
for Fletcher’s skill and 
dexterity behind the 
camera. 

That’s not to say this 
film is a paean to glitz 
and glamour, all surface 
no feeling. In many 
ways Lee Hall’s script 
is particularly candid, 
whether depicting the 
relationship between 
the pre-Elton Reg 
Dwight and his parents 
(well played by Steven 
Mackintosh and Bryce 
Dallas Howard), the 
difficult relationship 
between Elton and John 
Reid (a seductively 
suave, yet spiky, Richard 
Madden) and his addic¬ 
tion to alcohol and drugs 
that very nearly cost

him his career and his 
life (and the addiction 
is smartly used as a 
framing device for the 
film as a whole). 

The performances are 
all tremendous; Taron 
Egerton never fails to 
be a charming turn, and 
while he very nearly 
nails Elton’s mannerisms 
and largesse, his work 
in the more dramatic 
moments is delivered 
superbly well. 

Given that Egerton 
had to deliver the songs 
live on set, he doesn’t 
set out to do a ‘Stars 
In Their Eyes’ number, 
which works as it allows 
him bring feelings and 
elements to the songs 
that may not have been 
there before. 

In some ways, this is a 
love story between Elton 
and Bernie Taupin, and 
Jamie Bell is a superb 
foil to Egerton; grounded 
where the character of 
Elton is in the stars, 

Bell brings a joyful 
tenderness to the role 
and his performance is 
beautifully understated. 

The cast is rounded 
out with small-but-great 


(and pivotal) turns from 
the likes of Stephen 
Graham and Tate 
Donovan in what is a 
wonderful ensemble, 
led from the front by 
Egerton and Bell’s 
excellent performances. 

If there is a complaint 
to be made, it is that 
the film feels like it’s 
building to something 
it never quite gets to. 

The ending, while 
emotionally clever and 
playing off the themes 
established, doesn’t quite 
have the impact to wrap 
things up as you would 
hope, although arguably 
you could say this is a 
rare case of something 
involving Elton John 
being understated. 

Overall, though, 
Rocketman is a really 
satisfying watch - a 
film that manages to be 
brutally frank at times, 
yet equally as glamorous 
and glitzy as you would 
imagine, a rare feat 
and one that should be 
celebrated. 

VERDICT: 

Glamorous, frank, funny 
and caustic - Rocketman 
is very much an Elton 
John biopic. Dexter 
Fletcher’s jukebox musi¬ 
cal take on the life of the 
artist formerly known 
as Reg Dwight is a 
thrilling film, enlivened 
by his superb direction, 
excellent performances, 
most notably from 
Taron Egerton in the 
lead and Jamie Bell, 
and a near-faultless 
soundtrack. Highly 
recommended.

“Cllr Davies would be very 
aware that it is not possible to 
revisit a Cabinet decision for six 
months.
